Another settler who had the fore-

I, C. Woods, the developer of Rav- 
enswood, 

Leavitt, who had driven his own 
cattle across the plains from the 
U. S. in 1847, then became the 
proprietor of the first dairy farm in 
the area, shipping butter and cheese 
to San Francisco every week. 

The area’s population was now 
large enough to call for the build- 
ing of a school, which was duly 
constructed near the Ravenswood 
wharf in 1852. 

Pupils were assembled from over 4 

wide area, including Palo Alto and
